[ LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Indictment of the Merchants, 


To the Merch ants of Raleigh : 


I understand by common report, 
that many of the merchants of the 
city and county have been indicted 
by Solicitor Harris for failure to list 
certain tax; and I see by the papers 
that a meeting has been held by the 
merchants of the city to arrange fora 
common defence, and that the bills 
found are premature, in contempla- 
tion of law. 

Mr. Solicitor Harris has, by zeal 
and industry, entitled himself to the 
distinction of ‘‘The Great Centennial 
Indicter’’ or ‘*Modern Prosecutor of 
the Nineteenth Century ;’’ and it is 
not altogether improbable that the 
manner and modes of his procedure 
in some. respects, may be inquired 
into by a higher tribunal than even 
he, in the wildest flights of his judi- 
cial fancy, imagines himeeif to be. . 


| To gratify the noble ambition of 


his youthful soul in the philanthropic 
aspiration to be the ‘‘Moses of the 
colored people’’—to lead them on to 
the promised Jand—he was chosen, 
by their votes, to the office of Solici- 
tor for this Judicial Distriet. One of 
his firat acts on getting into office was 
to indict three thousand six hundred 
and twenty-seven of them in this 
county, and from twelve to fifteen 
thousand in the District, for failure 
to list poll-tax. , 

For two years Solicitor Cox, Chair- 
map of the Democratic State Execu- 


supposed, and all of the otber eleven 
Solicitors of the State, had deemed it 
proper under their oaths of office to 
disregard the law under which Har- 
ris subsequently acted. 

Our ‘‘ Moses”? having got out of 
the wilderness himself, and finding 
his colored people in the ‘‘lureh,’’ he 
being a leader, thought it a good op- 
portunity to lead fifty or siaty thous- 
and dollars into his pockets. This 
amount of money out of the colored 
people of this Judicial District would 
have been no ‘‘Mosaical,’’ joke to 
them, but he expected to get more. 
Had he carried his point, the colored 
people of the counties of Wake, 
Johnston, Franklin, Granville, Hali- 
fax, Northampton and Nash, wouid 
have paid over five hundred thousand 
dollars in Court fines, or lain in jail 
for six months! 

Can anybody, white or black, Re- 
publican or Democrat, rich or poor, 
estimate the extent of the calamity 
this man Harris, to put fees in his 
pockets, would have thus wrought on 
all the people of these seven counties? 

Asa Republican, and one of the 
supporters of Mr. J. C. L. Harris for 
the office he holds, I ciaim the right 
to criticise his official conduct, and I 
do hereby denounce him as unworihy. 
of the position he occupies, but de- 
serving, in the bighest degree, the 
contempt and hatred the colored 
people, especia'ly, hold for him. 

He has sought to extort, and has 
extorted money from them under 
pains and penalties of fifty dollars 
fine, or six months imprisonment.

colored people of Halifax county, and 
actually gay Forged 2% the names 
of the Foreman of the Grand Jury, 
Jas. W. Faucett, and the Clerk of 
the Superior Court, John T. Gregory, 
thereto, and ordered the papers to 


issue.

I would, therefore, suggest to the 
indicted merehants of Raleigh and 
Wake county, the propriety of asver- 
taining how many, if any, of the bills 
purported to be found against them 
are the Solicitor’s forgeries, as_ it 
most assuredly becomes the duty of 
‘be friends of the colored people of 
the county and district to make the 
same inquiry.
